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Allen Pering and his 1847 auction catalogue 


The Auction Mart in 18281 


The Auction Mart, at Bartholomew Lane facing the east side of the Bank of England, was 
opened in 1810 and flourished as a venue for the sale of landed property and other lots 
until its demolition in 1865. On 19 August 1847, 32 lots of land were offered for sale by 
the trustees of the late Allen Pering. The auction catalogue includes a plan showing the 
locations of the lots along with detailed descriptions of each one. The catalogue is in the 
public domain and reproduced in the following pages. 


Allen Pering’s final residence was at York Crescent (now Knollys Road), a house later 
demolished for the railway line between Streatham Hill and Lower Norwood. The auction’s 
Conditions of Sale confirm that his connection with the area dated back at least to 1825 
when he bought land from the trustees of Lord Thurlow. Allen Pering signed his will on 2 
August 1846.2 He died on 4 September of the same year at the age of 70. Eight days later, 
his coffin was placed in the crypt of St Luke’s church, Lower Norwood. 


Not all property that Allen Pering owned in Lower Norwood was sold in 1847. 
Advertisements have been found for auctions, also at the Mart, due to be held on these 
dates in accordance with the instructions of Allen Pering’s trustees: 


e 19 May 1853 - Four detached residences at Thurlow Place at the Mart.? 
e 11 July 1861 - Detached villa at 2 Thurlow Place.*

all covenanted to suffer a recovery after fhe death of Isaac Wall. In the year 1796, a bargain and sale expressed to be for barring all estates tail , an 
all remainders and reversions thereupon expectant, was executed by James Wall and Lord Chancellor Thurlow, in order to make a tenant to the precipe for 
suffering a recovery, which was suffered accordingly, and was declared to insure to the use of his lordship in fee. As regards the property so purchased of 

James Wall, no purchaser at this sale shall Tequire any title prior to the lease and re-lease and fine of 1795, nor any proof of the competency of James Wall 

to levy the said fine or suffer the said recovery ; & particularly shall not require any proof of the death of Isaac Wall, or when the same took place, or proof

strip of frontage next the road leading from London to Norwood, being a portion of the property sold in 1845, and forming part of lots 14, 15, and 16, the

¥. As to lot13 only. The plot of land comprised in this lot was purchased by Mr. Pering, in the year 1839, of the surviving trustee of the will of one James 
Buckman, and is part of the property sold by the trustees of Lord Chancellor Thurlow’s will in the year 1825. The will of Buckman is of prior date to the 
conveyance and surrender to him, and was not republished, and Buckman died in the year 1827. That will is so framed as to render it doubtful whether 
the trustees of it were authorized to sell any part of the testator’s estates during the life of his widow, and her widowhood. The conveyance to Mr. Pering 
was made by the surviving trustee, with the concurrence of the testator’s widow and two of his children, (one of whom was the heir at law), and who with 
two other children, then minors, were the only persons beneficially interested under his will, and no confirmation of such conveyance has been obtained 
from the two other children. The purchaser of this lot shall not require any other title than such as was derived by Mr. Pering under that conveyance, or 
make any objection to, or requisition concerning the title on any of the grounds referred to in this condition, but shall accept a conveyance and surrender 
of this lot from the vendors, with such title as Mr. Pering had, and in particular, the purchaser shall not require any proof of the identity of the plot of ~ 
land comprised in this lot, beyond that shewn by the plan on the conveyance to Mr. Pering.
